Compulsory military service was 
first established in Japan in 1873, 
only twenty years after Commodore 
Perry had revealed to the Japanese 
the wonders of civilization. The orig- 
inal plan ie still adhered to. It re- 
quires that all able-bodied Japanese 
males between 20 and 40 years must 
respond to the first call to arms. Ac- 
tual service is divided inte active 
service, reserve service and depot 
service, beginning at 20 years and ex- 
tending for 17 years and 4 monthea. 

The only exemption allowed in the 
service ia to sons of 4 parent more 
than 60 years old who is judged to 
be incompetent to support himself. 
Postponement of the period of sery- 
fice in) 6favor of lads 
studying at schools, the curricula 
of which embrace military training. 
All boys above 20 years are subject 
to conscription, but the period of 
service may be postponed until they 
have reached the age of 25, if they 
are studying at a school of a quaai- 
military character. Men who have 
passed the age of 30 are enrolled in 
the territorial army list. 

One who goes to América or Eu- 
rope and remains until he is past 37 
is practically exempted. But a stu- 
t im the country ts enrolled at 
once in the service without the fa- 
vor of chance or of exemption inci- 
dental to the drawing of lots as soon 


aa he leaves school. The alternative

Excluding 
the @uards division, the Japanese 
army within a year will have twen- 
ty-four divisions, which reorganized 
on the three-fegiment basis, will 
furm thirty-two divisions, or sixteen 
army corps. Provision ts also made 
for mountain’ and field batteries, 
cach of three white and four guns, 
and the expansion of cavalry, com- 
miseariat, engineering, communica- 
tions, automobile and an aviation 
corps, which, it is predicted, will 
surpass these in both numbers and 
équipment cofitemplated by Great 
britain and the United States. 

The general staff ta credited with 
even moré ambitious plans for the 
artillery branch of the service than 
are provided by the budget for the 
present year, which represents i17 
per cent of the total appropriations 
«f 1,600,000,000 yen. or about $800.- 
000,400. Among these features, 
which are known to the military ob- 


t,oned at Tekio, is to provide 1,000,- 
000 bayonets (men) in the artillery 
branch. 

The division of the Japanese army 
is generally composed of two divis- 
jonas of infantry and one regiment 
each of cavairy and artillery. one 
battalion of engineers afd one of 
service of supplies. A régiment of 
infantry consists of four battalions 
of 600 men each and 4 regiment of 
cavalry of three or four squadrons 
of 100 gaberts each. A régiment of 
field artillery consists of six bat- 
teries, each of four gun¢, while a 
battalion of engineers consista of 
three companies, each with 360 inen, 
and a battalion of service of supplies 
of 300 men.

RIGID DISCIPLINE. 

The discipline in the Japanese ar- 
world, and I am informed by compe- 
tent abtthorities that it adheres 
strittly to the standards that once 
existed in the German militaty e=s- 
tablishment.

As the airplane spéd on the heat 
Increased until it was blistering. 
The flames appeared below, only 
500 feet from the flyers. It wae 
like looking down into a bed ‘of 
coals, for every mound and crag was 
afire, and from them jetted up 
flames, some fifty feet high. 

The speed? of the airplane and the 
action of the propellers cleared a 
path through the smoke, or else the 
fiyers would have been syffocated. 

The airplane flew through the pil- 
lar of smoke and then turned and 
flew back over the flames. This was 
repeated several times. Each time 
Lieut. Pond, operating the machine 
with his knees, took photographs of 
the ground, while Mr. @wens was 
busy making sketches of what he 
saw. 


It was something to be done in 
olls. The sunlight was a ghastly am- 
ber through the clouds of smoke, 
and below the flames, licking the 
mountainside, cast a vivid ertinaen 
on all sides. 

The heat waves caused the airplane 
to pitch like a tender in high seas 
as the flames below churned and the 
smoke obscured the outer world.

Francisquito Canyon was the most 
menacing of several in the State yes- 
terday. It is said to have started 
early yesterday morning on the New. 
hall ranch. All help available from 
Newhall and Saugus and twenty-five 
men from Los Angeles were hurried 
into the fire lines last night.

NEED NO EXPERIENCE, 


In all craft labor organizations 
some knowledge and experience of 
the business is required of the ap- 
plicant for membership but in the 
Oilfield, Gas Well and Refinery 
Workers of America no knowledge 
whatever is required of the member 
is inte the or- 
gan a all that is necessary 
ie that the applicant elther be at 
work in the industry or intending to 
go to work therein. 

No craft union has for tts witi- 
mate object the nationalization of 
the industry in which it ls engaged. 
while the direct ultimate object of 
the Ollfeld, Gas Well and Refinery 
Workers is the nationalization of 
the industry in which they are en- 
gaged. This fact has been admitted 
by the officers in control of this or- 
ganization, by authoritative state- 
ments issued by them upon the sub- 
ject of this strike. 


ADMIT SATISFACTION. 


They admit their satisfaction with 
the wage offered; they admit their

Bank Consolidation Movement; Does It Mean Elimina- 
lion of Personality From Business Equation? 


A policy of consolidation has been 
accepted by many of the largef 
banking interests, and campaigns 
are being developed and worked out. 
having for their end the building 
up of great financial machines, em- 
bracing within their purview small- 
er institutiona, and including the es- 
tablishment of many branches. 

It is probable that nowhere in 
the country has this movement at- 
tained greater momentum than in 
Los Angeles, and the pros and cons 
of the subject are proving very in- 
teresting debatable ground. 

Just how far will the trend go? 
Just how far should it go? What 
will be the public's attitude toward 
SO eXtensive a merger movement, 
amd how are the best interests of 
the public and the banks tv be con- 
served? 

Not so very many years ago L 
profession of banking was set apart 
from the ordinary affairs of life, 
and a banker of standing and prom- 
inence was often the most unap- 
prouchable indivicual in his com- 
munity. The reverse is true nuw, 
and bankers have come to realize 
that the succesg of their Institutions 
is based upon the services they 
render. 

The modern, successful banker ts 
the big brother of business to whom 
appeal may be made for advice, for 
credit and for material aid along 
almost every line of commercial 
and .a@ustrial endeavor. As a rule, 
it is no more difficulg now to eqcure 
the ear of a bank president than it 
is of any other man of affairs. 

TH EOPEN FORUM. 

Yet, In some instances the old 
way of thipking persists, and in 
|\“coming at" a discussion of the 
jsubject before us, Trade Talk found 
an inclination to refrain from dis- 
cussion on the ground that the sub- 
ject is too “delicate.”

There banks, notable among 
which are the Pank of Montreal ana 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce, 
have branches spreading all the way 
from Quebec to Vancouver, and un- 
dovbtedly afford greater strength 
and confidence in the smaller organ- 
tigations who are thus able to con- 
trol large sums of deposits at a 
minimum operating cost. 

A. M. Chaffey, president of the 
California Rank, a fair example of 
the new order of things, never side- 
steps an issue. He rercards the ex- 
tension of the branch banking sys- 
tem as the obvious and inevitabie 
result of the expansion of all other 
lines of American business activity. 
“The fundamental reason,” he says, 
“for the growth of the banking sys- 
tem is the fact that we must have 
larger banks to handle the larger de- 
mands of business.”

If we are ever 
to gain a position of consequence, it 
is maintained, in international com- 
merce and banking, we must enter 
the field of competition on such «@ 
footing. 

SMALL BANKS FUNCTION, 
Again quoting Mr. Chaffey, he things 
that the small independent bank is 
much more likely to exist in the 
savings than in commercia] lines. A 
small bank can perform the same 
service a large one can as far as 
savings deposits go, but the small 
commercial banRing house is bound 
to be hopelessly outstripped in other 
directions. 
| In California, an explanation of 
the rapid development of the branc\ 
|} banking system may be found in the 
limitations placed upon the smaller 
banks by tion 19 of the State 
Banking Act. This section requires 
a certain ratio of capital to be sus- 
tained in relation to the total de- 
posits. The workings of this re- 
quirement have often been to the 
disadvantage of the smaller banks 
The latest Legislature softened the 
provisions somewhat, but it is for 
this reason that many of our small 
town banks have preferred to or- 
ganize upon a national basis. 

One of the chief criticisms levied 
against the consolidated bank idea 
is the reduction of the personal 
equation, and it is unquestionably 
‘upon this basis that the bulk of the 
public's disapproval will be based. 
M. BSonuden, president of the 
/United States National Bank, de- 
velops this angle of the considera- 
tien. 

According to this banker's view- 
point, and it appearsa.to be represent- 
ative, the more bank consolidation 
‘there is, the more the individual 
‘banking unit is benefited. This is 
‘because the two systems serve en- 
tirely different clienteles; one, com- 
‘posed of customers who want the 
jadvantages of a large banking sys- 
tem; the other, customers who seek 
|personal advice and attention from 
the executives of the independent 
baak.

California World’s Chief 


Producer; Exports Show 
Stocks. 


Sharp Advance; New Financing; Local 


Announcement of the snusual 
shortage of the raisin crop of the 
United Btates in the current crop 
year calls attention, says the Trade 
Record of The National City Bank 
of New York, te the great growth 
in our raisin industry in recent 
years. it is only within @ compara- 
tively short time that we realised 
that the United States had quali- 
fications of soil and climate for be- 
coming the world’s largest raisin 
producer. Since that time, however, 
we have not only supplied our own 
growing demand for this important 
article of food, but sent enormous 
quantities to our frult-hungry neigh- 
vors. 

It was only in 1898, continues the 
bank's statement, that our raisin ex- 
ports were considered of sufficient 
importance to include them in the 
government's reports of foreign 
trade, the official figures of that in- 
itial year of the raisin export rec- 
ord having been 3,000,000 pounds 
with a value of but $167,000. Since 
that time we have exported 650,000,- 
000 pounds of raisins, valued at over 
$50,000,000, the calendar year 1920 
alone showing 110,000,000 pounds 
exported at a value of over §13,000,- 
000, the distribution extending to 
seventy-five countries and colonies 
situated in every grand division of 
the world. 

Meantime, eur imperts of 
which had run as high as 40,000,000 
pounds a year in the “pre-raisin” 
period of our industries, to 
10,000,000 pounds in 1900, 6,000,- 
000 in 1910, 8,000,000 in 1915, 1,000.- 
000 In 1918, and less than 250,000 
pounds in 1919. With the recent 
shortage in our domestic supplies,

DO FKADACHES OCCUR? 


(Copyright, 1971. by The Wheeler @rndicetr, ine.) 
Only a physician experienced in 


the art of diagnosis can state why 


any particular headache occurs, but | 


this pain in general may be re- 
ferred to as the danger signal of 
the body—an indication that some- 
thing is out of order and should: be 
attended to at once. Owing to the 
fact that the nerves of the brain 
react to the Influences in all parts 
of the bedy, headaches may be due 
to any one of a number of causes 
ranging all the way from excessive 
heat on the head to the injury 
caused by cold or wet feet—but all 
the varieties give warning of a de- 
rangement in some part of the body, 
possibly not serious enough to be 
noted in the precise location where 
it ocetrs, but necessitating treat- 
ment lest it grow rapidly worse. 
One type of headache, for 
ample, is traceable to decayed 
teeth, the flerves of which commu- 
nicate with the front part of the 
brain and manifest = protest 
there when anything goes wrong. 
Another variety is due to eye-strain, 
particularily when the eyes are 
either overworked, subjécted to un- 
due or insufficient light or when the 
individual should be wearing glasses 
to Improve his sight. Still another 
kind of headache comes from faulty 
digestion, while worry, hunger, fa- 
tigue, heat, exposure to extremes of 
temperature and various types of 
incipient diseases account for still 
others.

UMBRELLAS TO MEND. 

One player, the Umbrella Mender. 
stands in the center with an old um- 
brella in his hand; the other players 
form a circle around him.
